IN SENATE MENACED 


Insurgents to Take Party Row 


Up oa Floor. 


Washington, April 29.—The split In 
the Republican ranks, which threat­ 
ens Republican supremacy In the sen­ 
ate, assumed grave proportions when 
the regular Republicans flatly refused 
to meet three demands of tbs insur­ 
gents. 
These demands were that Senator 
LaFollette be given a place cm the 
committee on interstate commerce;

Coupled with these 
demands was

ing the demand that Senator Bourne, 
who Is bead of the Republican Pro­ 
gressive league, should have a place 
on the committee on appropriations, 
nominally the ranking committee of 
the senate 
Senator 
Oallinger, the 
chairman, 
laid before it a completed list of ap­ 
pointments to the various committees 
When it was discovered by Mr. LaFol­ 
lette that only one of the four final in­ 
surgent claims had been allowed, be 
immediately announced his complete 
disapproval of the tentative list. 
The caucus voted to accept the list 
of committee appointments. The pro­ 
gressive senators reserved the right 
to object further, and thus the fight 
goes to the floor of the senate.

Now York, April 27.—Mrs. O. H. P. 
Balmont appeared in police court and, 
on UM promise of Dr. John Jackola, a 
worker for woman’s suffrage, that he 
would not annoy ber further with un­ 
welcome attenUons, consented that a 
m agistrate’s summons for him ba dis­ 
missed. 
Dr. Jackola, who holds degrees from 
both the University of Washington 
and the University of Chicago, and 
until recently was a practicing sur­ 
geon at DuM h, Minn., talked freely 
of the case after reading a statement 
given out by James McMahon, secre­ 
tary to Mrs. Belmont 
"Dr. Jackola,’’ said Mr. McMahon, 
"has paid persistent attention to Mrs. 
Belmont for four months. His atten­ 
tions include repeated attem pts to see 
Mrs. Belmont, the sending of roses 
with verses inclosed and a number of 
notes. A letter he sent last week was 
the culmination of the matter. 
Mrs. 
Belmont decided that the only thing 
for her to do was to go to the courts." 
Dr. Jackola Surprised. 
‘‘I am sorely surprised at Mrs. Bel­ 
mont’s action," said Dr. Jackola, when 
he had read the statement, “but I 
should have nothing to say, unless a 
statem ent for her had been given out 
first. She received the roses I sent 
her with my poetry and I have her ac­ 
knowledgments and thanks ta a safety 
deposit vault." 
“In one of your letters did you ad­ 
dress Mrs. Belmont as Divine God­ 
dess?" asked the caller. 
“8uch an expression may well have 
been In one of my notes," answered 
Dr. Jackola, thoughtfully. “I have ad­ 
mired Mrs. Belmont ever since I saw 
her two years ago, when we crossed 
the Atlantic on the 
same ship. 
I 
thought she was the most remarkable 
woman I had ever seen, and I be­ 
lieved I was privileged as a man to 
make advances to her.

Mrs. D. H. I rifle rso 11, of San Francisco, 
Identifies J. W. McNamara aa J. B. 
Bryce, the Man Who Bouflht Dyna­ 
mite at G iant Cal. 
Loa Angeles, Cal., April 27.—While 
800 people crowding about the en­ 
trance to the county jail were beld 
back by a squad of deputy sheriffs, 
the three men accused of complicity 
in the dynamiting of the Los Angeles 
Times building here on the morning 
of Get. I last, were rushed into the 
building and in a few minutes had 
been booked and put in separate cells, 
thus ending the dash across the con­ 
tinent which followed their arrest. 
When the prisoner who has been 
known as J. W. McNamara and who 
is said to have passed as J. B. Bryce 
in San Francisco, was booked he gave 
his middle initial as “B” instead of 
“W” and his occupation as a printer. 
Ort ie McManigal was booked as sn 
iron worker, and J. J. McNamara, sec­ 
retary of the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Work­ 
ers, did Dot give any occupation. 
J. W. McNamara and 
McManigal 
were taken from the California lim­ 
ited at Pasadena and put in an auto­ 
mobile, which covered the ten miles 
between that city and the county jail 
at high speed. 
J. J. McNamara re­ 
mained on the train until Raymond 
station 
was 
reached, when he was 
taken off, put in another automobile 
and brought to the jail in the same 
manner, arriving only two minutes be­ 
hind hts companions. 
I.arge crowds 
waited at the main station in Pasadena 
and at the Arcade station in Los An­ 
geles to see the prisoners. 
After the men had been sear (bed, 
weighed and measured and the con­ 
tents of their 
pockets taken 
from 
them, they weer locked up. McManigal 
was put in ceil No. 9, while the Mc­ 
Namaras were put in a tank until sep­ 
arate (ells can lie arranged. 
James W. McNamara has beeD iden­ 
tified ss J. B. Bryce, one of the three 
men charged with having bought 5'»0 
pounds of high power dynamite at 
Giant, Cal., a few days before the I jot 
Angeles Times building was blown up. 
Mrs. D. H. Ingersoll, of San Fran­ 
cisco, who numbered 
Bryce among 
her roomers 
early last September, 
made the identification at. Paaadena 
aa McNamara was being bustled from 
me California limited into an automo­ 
bile The automobile was stationed at 
a prearranged place, and when all was 
ready Mrs. Ingersoll watched Intently 
for the approach of the prisoners. As 
McNamara appeared she exclaimed: 
“That's Bryce.’’ 
Her identification of McNamara as 
Bryce is one of the most Important 
factors in the conviction of the ac­ 
cused. 
Bryce, with two other men, bought 
500 pounds of dynamite at Giant. Cal., 
early in September, took It away from 
the powder works in a launch, stored 
a large part of It In a vacant building 
In South San Francisco and brought 
the remainder to Los Angeles. 
Part 
of this was used In wrecking the 
Times and the remainder, it Is as­ 
serted In the infernal machines placed 
at the homes of 
General Harrison 
Gray Otis, owner of the Times, and F 
J. Zeehandeiaar, secretary of the Mer­ 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ associa­ 
tion. 
Other arrests are expected hourly 
also. It is believed that two men, both 
prominent in California labor circles, 
are to be taken into custody as having 
guilty knowedge of the Times dyna­ 
miting. 
These men could be named easily, 
but their names will be withheld until 
they are under arrest. They have vis­ 
ited Los Angeles often. According to 
statements of Burns’ operatives they 
have been shadowed continuously for 
several weeks and their movements 
gre known In detail sine# the arrests 
made In the east.
